October is Cybersecurity Month
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October is Cybersecurity Awareness Month! As the United

States continues to strengthen its international partnerships on
cybersecurity, it is important to consider how vital the internet
has become in all facets of life. From critical infrastructure,
such as power plants, to online learning during the pandemic,
to online access to personal records and accounts such as
banking and medical records, online safety is necessary now
more than ever and we encourage you to increase your

awareness and get involved.

What is Cybersecurity?

Cybersecurity is a vital tool used to ensure we can navigate the
digital world with minimal exposure to bad actors online. At its
core, it is designed to protect individuals and businesses,
including internet systems and applications on mobile devices
from being subject to hacking or viruses. Additionally,
cybersecurity serves as a measure to protect companies and
individuals from data breaches online.

What is the US Government’s Role in Cybersecurity?

The United States plays an important role in leading the efforts
for cybersecurity in many capacities. A strong cyber world is
needed for our national security and to protect systems, such
as the national electricity grid, from foreign attacks. In

November 2018, the Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security

Agency (CISA) was established to increase cybersecurity at the

federal level and also to provide tools to educate the public on

the importance of this issue.

In October 2021, The Department of State also established the
Bureau of Cyberspace and Digital Policy (CDP). The focus of this

entity is to advance policies that protect the integrity of the

infrastructure of the internet for the American public.

How Can I Play a Role in Cybersecurity?
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There are many steps you can take to ensure an increased level
of cybersecurity, both personally and in the workplace.
Measures in the toolkit for successful cybersecurity range from
ensuring the selection of strong passwords for logins and being
mindful of what is stored in online password managers. Other
ideas include enabling multi-step identification on digital
accounts, including bank accounts if available. In the
workplace, always report any suspicious emails or phishing
emails to your organization’s technology team. It is also
recommended to keep all systems and software up to date and
this makes it harder for hackers to access information through

firewalls.

How Can | Learn More About Cybersecurity?

Platforms such as Google’s Interland, Cybersecurity Lab, and

the FBI Safe Surfing Games are free of charge and helpful to all

ages who want to learn a variety of skills including how to spot
hackers, defend themselves from cyber-attacks, and explore

how to explore safe internet browsing skills. For guidance on

online safety, visit the National Cyber Security Alliance.

The Office of American Spaces website includes content and

guidance to learn more about cybersecurity. Also, remember to
follow the U.S. Department of State on social media for
information on how to raise awareness on this critical topic

throughout October--and all year long.

The end of the U.S. Government fiscal year on September 30,
2023 also marked the end of the American Spaces statistics
reporting period.

All American Spaces should ensure that they have submitted
their monthly statistics to their managing Embassy or
Consulate for Fiscal Year 2023 (October 2022 through
September 2023) no later than October 30 (or earlier if
requested by the Embassy or Consulate). These submissions

will be final.

Beginning November 1, the Office of American Spaces will
include the monthly statistics in reports to stakeholders in the

State Department, other agencies, and the U.S. Congress.

Halloween in the United States: a Holiday
Tradition
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Halloween, celebrated on October 31st, is one of the most
eagerly anticipated holidays in the United States. It's a day of
fun, creative costumes, and a hint of mystery.
